We  admit  that    gross    frauds    have 
been  perpetrated,   but  do  not  believe 
that  the   publication    of  the   lists    will 
mend    the    matter.       Tho    fact   is  we 
know  little  of  our   neighbors'    business 
in  point  of  profits.     Take  a  merchant, 
for  instance.      We    pass    his    store    a 
dozen  times  daily.      Wc    soc    his    mer- 
chandise, or  a  portion  of  it,  exposed  for 
gale.     Wo  even  see  customers    talcing 
oway  goods  and  paying    for   the    sume. 
Yet  what  he  makes   by  theso   transac- 1 
lions  is  his  own  uftair,  and  not  for  us,  or 
any  other  outsider,  to  know.     We  could 
not    even  guess  with  any   certainty  as 
to  his  income.     And  thus   it   is    with 
other  trades  and  professions. 

The  newspaper  business  is,   perhaps, 
ns  open  to  public   scrutiny  as  any  other, 
and   in    many  respects   even   more    so. 
Yet  who  can  tell  exactly  the  revenue  of 
the  largest  or  smallest  sheet  in  the  state? 
So  far  as  the  revenue  tax  is  concerned 
the  officials  are  obliged  to  depend  upon 
the  honesty   alone    of    the   taxpayer. 
When  the  sheet  is  filled  out  and  sworn 
to  there  the  matter  ends,  except  in  ex- 
traordinary cases.      It  has  even  been 
decided  in  the    highest    tribunals    of 
several  states  that  the  government    has 
no  authority  to  compel  a  person  to  pro- 
duce his  books  and  accounts  for  inspec- 
tion.    As  we  said    before,  wo  believe 
the  incomes  are  merely   printed   either 
by  journalistic  enterprise   or  to  satisfy 
public  curiosity,  and  no  good  whatever 
can  arise  from  it;  the  thing  had  best 
be  done  away  with  entirely,  and  we  are 
Sony  to  see  that  congress    did   not   in- 
corporate   such    restrictions    in 
amended  bill  recently  passed.

The  many  friends  of  Frank  H.  Lewis 
will  read  with  lively  interest  the  following 
extract  from  The  La  Crosse  Democrat. 
His  is  a  record  of  whom  we  all  are 
proud,  and  the  community  in  which  he 
lived  and  was  best  known  will  delight 
to  do  him  honor; 

"The  citizens  of  La  Crosse,  who  for 
years  appreciated  the  gentlemanly  at- 
tentions of  Frank  Lewis,  when  clerk  of 
ihe  Itasca^  whose  remains  are  buried  in 
the  pleasant  city  of  Hastings,  will  be 
(»lad  to  learn  of  an  opportunity  to  honor 
his  memory.    No  one  among  the  many 
meritorious  steamboat  clerks  who  have 
been  known  on  the  Missisgippi  enjoyed 
more  liberally  the  confidence  and  re- 
spect of  the  traveling   public  than  Mr. 
Lewis.     Wherever  he  was   known  he 
was  beloved.     Kind,  generous,  truthful, 
reliable,  he  won  friends,  and  that  he  had 
an  enemy  is  not  known.    It  is  proposed 
to  erect  a  marble  monument  over  his 
grave.     In  every  city  or  village  on  the 
Upper  Mississippi  there  have  been  or 
will  bo  subscriptions  for  such  a  purpose. 
The   monument   will   be    designed   by 
Capt.  N.  F.  Webb,    the  popular  com- 
mander of  the  Jlasca,  and  appropriate 
inscriptions  made.     The  record  will  bo

perior  genius,  energetic   character, 
long  and  successful  experience. 

A  fluteloss  flutist  is  spoken  of  in  Havre 
as  performing  wonderful  things.  He 
makes  a  flute  out  of  his  left  hand  which 
he  holds  to  his  mouth,  using  tho  right 
in  lieu  of  stops.  The  notes  ho  produc- 
es are  not  to  be  distinguished  from  tho.se 
of  the  real  instrument.

The  terms  of  sale  of  the  Iron  Moun- 
tain road  have  been  complied  with,  and 
the  deed  passed  to  John  C.  Fremont  »k 
Co.  The  purchasing  party  pays  one 
million  three  hundred  thousand  dollars 
for  the  road,  and  all  the  franchises, 
privileges,  rights,  etc.  One  fourth  of 
this  amount  is  paid  down,  and  the  pay- 
ment has  been  made. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  total  cotton 
crop  of  Louisiana  will  be  one-tbird  of 
that  of  1861  in  East  Louisiana,  and 
two- thirds  in  that  part  north  of  the 
Red  River.  Scarcely  any  of  tlie  Red 
River  levees  have  given  way,  and  the 
whole  country  is  submerged  from  Natch- 
itoches down .

Moses  did  not  veto  a  freedmen  s  bu- 
reau act,  but,  on  the  contrary,  he  enact- 
ed some  laws  similar   to   certain   ])rovi- 
sions  of  the  act.

Ho  enacted  in  the  case  of  emancipated 
slaves,  "when   thou  sondest  him  away 
free,   thou  shalt   not  I?!  ^^^  go  ^^'jy 
empty,   but  sbftH  furnish  him  liberu-'v 
out  of  thy  flock,   and   out   of  thy  wine 
press."     He  also  enacted :  ''There  shall 
be  but  one  manner  of  law  for  him  that 
is  born  with  you  and  for  the  stranger. 
When  the  Israelites  were  being  bit- 
ten by  the  ancient  types  of  our  modern 
copperheads,  the  fiery  flying  serpents, 
Moses  lifted  up  the  serpent  in  the  wiU 
derncss  to  remedy  the  evil;    but  there 
is  not  a  shadow  of  a  probability  that 
Jefi".  Davis   or  any  of  his  species    will 
ever  be  lifted  up.  

Splendid   projects   for    internal   im- 
provements are  on  foot  in  Virginia.     It 
is  .said   that   capitalists  of  Paris  have 
taken  the  canal  uniting  the  James  with

It   is  often    exceedingly   diflBcult    to 
grow  a  large  crop  of  superior  melons; 
and  sometimes  a  farmer  fails  entirelv  to 
obtain  a  remuneirating  crop.    And  even 
those  persons  who  have  geuerally  suc- 
ceeded in  raising  bountiful  crops,  some- 
times fail   to  produce   melons  of  large 
size  and  sufficiently  ahundant  to  com- 
pensate for  the  expense  incurred  in  the 
cultivation  of  the    crop.     Some    gar- 
deners have  insisted  that  melons  cannot 
be  produce<l  successfully  on  heavy  soils, 
in  which  there  is  a  large  proportion  of 
clay.     Yet  the  experience  of  some  prac- 
tical men  is  opposed  to  this  theory.  Mr. 
J.  Vanriper,  of  Hackensack,  New  Jer- 
sey, communicates  to    The  Hew    York 
Times  his  system  of  management,   by 
which  he  has  been  eminently  successful 
in  raising  large  crops  of  choice  melons, 
on  the  heavy  soils  of  New  Jersey,  which 
are   composed    largely   of  clay,    while 
many  others,    who   did   not   adopt  bis 
system  of  management,  failed  to  raise  a 
crop  that  was  at  all  satisfactory.     He 
prefers  stubble  ground,  which  he  plows 
deep,  pulverizing  every  part  thoroughly, 
making  the    entire  ground  light   and 
porous   as   possible.     He   plows   in  a 
liberal  dressing  of  strawy  manure,  which 
not  only  renders  the  soil  porous,   but 
tends  to  retain  the  moisture  in  hot  and 
dry  weather.     A   large   shovel-full  of 
well- rotted  barn -yard  manure,  or  other 
good  compost,  is  well  incorporated  with 
the  soil  where  the  seed  is  deposited. 
Instead  of  planting  the  seeds  by  cover- 
ing them  with  a  hoe,  every  one  is  stuck, 
germ  downward,  in  its  place,  which  is 
the  only   true   way   to  plant  all  such 
seeds.     He  makes  a  liberal  use  of  bog 
ashes  sprinkled  around  every  hill,  which, 
he  thinks,  are  almost  indispensable  in 
the  production  ot  good  melons.  In  case 
any  of  the  plants  fail  to  grow  luxuriantly, 
as  they  frequently  do,  more  seed  is  put 
in  at  once.     The  ground  is  kept  clean 
by  cultivation  and   hoeing,   and  great 
care  is  exercised  not  to  root-prune  the 
plants  and   tear   tho   vines   to   pieces. 
When  the  runners  have  spread  about 
two  or  three  feet  each  way,  and  some 
of  tho   melons   have  set,   he   folds  the 
vines  of  each  hill  all  up  in  a  small  com- 
pass,   and   cultivates   the  ground    with 
care,    hoeing  carefully   near   the  hills, 
thus   exterminating   every    weed    and 
grass.     The  vines  are  then  spread  out 
in  their  original  posit'ons,  without  sep- 
arating anv  of  the  best  melons  from  the 
plants.     When  there  is  a  large  number 
of  blossoms,  or  melons,  most  of  them 
are  pinched  off,    in  order  to  throw  the 
nourishment  all   into   the   stems  of  a 
few  of  the  largest  and  best.     Mr.  Van- 
riper  says  that  melons  may  be  raised  on 
heavy  land,  if  properly  cultivated  and 
managed,  about  as  well  as  on  soils  of  a 
light    and    sandy     character.      Those 
farmers   who   have  an    abundance  of 
coarso  barn-yard  manure,  a  large  pro- 
portion of  which  is  cornstalks,  may  place 
a  liberal   quantity   beneath  each   hill, 
and  mingle  some  sand   and   fine   chip- 
manure  with  the  soil,  where  the  ground 
is  composed  largely  of  clay .  Four  plants 
in  each  hill  will  yield  more  melons  than 
twice  that  number.     Two  handfuls  of 
finely-pulverized   hen-manure  sprinkled 
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around  each  hill,  over  an  area  of  two 
feet  in  diameter,  will  havo  an  excellent 
effect  in  promoting  a  luxuriant  growth 
of  the  plants  and  in  developing  the 
fruit.

Good  Butter  vs.  Foul  Cellars. 

Good  butter  can't  be  made  in  foul 
cellars.  Nothing  receives  a  taint  more 
easily  than  butter.  It  becomes  infected 
readily  by  offensive  odors.  Much  sweet«: 
er,  better  butter  is  made  in  spring- 
houses  than  in  cellars.  Decayed  cab- 
bages, turnips,  etc.,  in  a  cellar  do  not 
impart  any  virtues  to  butter,  but  deterio- 
rate it  baldly.  Good  butter  is  one  of 
the  great  luxuries  of  the  table;  and 
nothing  but  the  most  scrupulous  care 
and  neatness  will  secure  it.  Early  in 
spring  give  the  cellar  a  thorough  clean- 
sing and  scrubbing  if  you  please.  Then 
whitewash  it  from  top  to  bottom.  A  lit- 
tle lime  scattered  about  in  heaps  is  also 
beneficial.  Have  an  opportunity  to 
ventilate  cool  nights  and  mornings.  But 
be  able  to  close  tight  in  warm  weather. 
Shut  in  the  cool  air  and  give  it  no 
chance  to  escape.  Then  if  you  will 
scald  your  pans  and  crocks  and  buckets 
with  boiling  water  daily,  and  uso  the 
proper  skill  and  care,  you  can  make  and 
pack  butter  that  it  will  be  a  pleasure 
to  eat. — Mural  World.

One  of  the  most  active  manures,  and 
readily  within  the  reach  of  most  farmers, 
is  a  mixture  of  leached  ashes,  plaster, 
and  night  soil,  mixed  with  fine  soil.  Let 
them  be  thoroughly  worked  over  on  a 
smooth  spot,  and  allowed  to  stand  a 
week  before  using,  working  it  over 
every  other  day,  and  you  have  a  most 
valuable  manure  at  a  trifling  cost  of 
time.  A  handful  of  this  mixture  in  a 
hill  is  excellent  to  give  corn  a  start. 
Potatoes  and  garden  vegetables  gener- 
ally feel  it  very  quick.  Hen  manure  is 
an  excellent  ingredient  in  such  manures, 
but  it  should  be  well  slaked  with  water 
before  mixing  with  other  substances. 
In  this  climate  we  have  quite  often  a 
cold  week  or  two  the  first  of  June,  when 
com  and  tender  garden  vegetables  suf- 
fer severely.  We  know  of  no  better 
way  to  keep  up  the  courage  of  plants  at 
this  trying  season  than  by  the  use  of 
such  manures. — Maine  Farmer. 


The  season  for  tent  caterpillars  is  at 
hand.  They  are  easily  destroyed.  The 
eggs  from  which  they  are  hatched  may 
be  found  near  the  ends  of  limbs  of 
trees  upon  which  they  feed,  and  may 
be  destroyed,  as  they  are  generally  on 
the  lower  branches.  But  the  easiest 
way  to  find  them  is,  when  they  begin  to 
hatch,  go  among  the  trees  about  sun- 
rise, and  you  will  see  the  nesta.  These 
can  be  readily  and  rapidly  destroyed 
by  cutting  off  the  twigs  upon  which  tbey 
are  attached  and  putting  them  under 
foot. — New  York  Times.

This  question  is  being  extensively 
agitated  in  this  district,  and  the  various 
newspapers  aro  discussing  the  merits 
And  de- merits  of  proposed  candidates 
with  more  zeal  than  discretion.  We 
have  looked  the  ground  over  somewhat,

Thia 
is  the  way  it  looks  to  us,nlthough  wo  may 
bo  mistaken.  Our  inform&tion  is  main- 
ly acquired  from  interested  parties  and 
newspapers,  which  are  very  apt  to  view 
the  subject  from  a  personal  standpoint, 
nnd   one   not  altogether  unprejudiced. 

So  far  as  the  Hon.  Ignatius  Donnelly 
is  concerned,  we  arc  frank  to  state  that 
he  is  not  our  first  choice,  although  we 
shall  abide  by  the  nomination.  We  do 
not  beliovo  ho  is  tho  choice  of  a  major- 
ity of  tbe  republican  voters  of  the  dis- 
trict. Tbis  is,  to  a  great  extent,  his 
own  fault.  He  has  been  his  own  worst 
enemy.  Injudicious  appointments,  un- 
fulfilled promises,  and  neglected  friends 
have  done  their  work.  Neither  can 
fallen  fortunes  be  retrieved,  at  this  late 
hour,  by  buncombe  speeches  and  reso- 
lutions.

Italy  Before  and  After  AVar. 

M.  Lyon  Say,  tho  eminent  political 
economist,  in  a  article  (in  The  Dchats) 
on  the  financial  aspects  of  tho  impend- 
ing war  in  Italy,  writos  as  follows: 

'''If  war  breaks  out,  and  if  it  is  pro- 
longed, Ilaly  is  ruined,  and  all  that,  can 
bo  asked  of  her  is  to  recover  from  ruin 
after  the  war  is  over  as  promptly  as 
possible,  by  dint  of  hard  work  and 
economy.  Ruin  is  never  irremediable 
for  a  pcoplo.  France  Chiuo  out  of  the 
wars  of  the  Empire  ruined;  sho  began 
to  grow  rich  again  under  tho  rosturatiou. 
England,  which  was,  if  not  ruined,  at 
least  exhausted  by  those  same  wars  of 
the  empire — wars  which  sho  had  sus- 
tained by  means  of  a  forced  paper  cur- 
rency {le  cours  force,)  as  Italy  is  doing 
now,  had  a  brilliant  recovery,  and  tho 
United  States  of  America,  wliose  ruin 
dates  from  yesterday,  have  undertaken 
without  discouragement  a  liquidation 
out  of  which  they  will  emerge  with  hon- 
or. The  circulation  of  Italy  is  lost,  but 
the  industry  of  the  Italians  miiy  restore 
it.  There  can  he  no  sort  of  doubt  of 
the  depreciation  of  bank  note  a  cours 
force  if  the  state  employs  it  to  pay  its 
war  expenses;  but  we  may  trust  that  if 
this  be  a  malady,  it  is  not  a  mortal  one. 
The  friends  of^Italy  have  not  lost  all 
hope,  oven  from  a  financial  print  of 
view,  and  it  is  but  just  to  say  that  they 
have  no  reason  to  lose  hope."

A  curious  theory  regarding  the  origin 
of  coal  has  just  boon  announced  in  one 
of  the  American  journals.  Hock  oil  is 
generally  supposed  to  have  resulted  from 
the  oxposurB  of  coal  to  the  internal 
heat  of  the  globe;  in  fact,  to  have  been 
produced  by  Nature's  process  of  distil- 
lation. The  hypothesis  just  stated  in- 
volves a  converse  proposition — viz., that 
coal  itself  arises  from  the  conden  ation 
of  petroleum, which  first  comes  from  the 
action  of  heat  ou  plants.  The  pitch 
layer  of  Trinidad  is  referred  to  in  support 
to  this  idea.  Trees  grow  on  the  hard- 
ened pitch  in  a  state  of  cbulution,  and 
one  can  readily  concciyc  of  the  hardened 
pitch  in  some  cases  being  softened  by 
an  eruption  of  the  boiling  pitch,  and  of 
trees  growing  on  it  being  thus  engulfed. 
The  theory  is  ingenious,  but  it  does 
not  explain  all  the  facts,  and  is  entirely 
irreconcilable  with  some  of  them.  For 
example,  it  could  not  possibly  explain 
the  origin  of  coal-beds  containing  all 
tho  constituents  of  petroleum,  and  it 
would  not  account  for  tho  presence  of 
largo  Rccommulations  of  pure    carbon.

parts  of  worm  eaten  timber  into  which 
nails  had  been  driven  were  generally 
sound.  When  the  trees  were  about  a 
year  old,he  had  selected  three  of  them, 
and  driven  a  ten  penny  nail  through  the 
body,  as  near  the  ground  as  possible. 
Whilst  tho  balance  of  his  orchard  had 
graduUy  failed,and  finally  yielded  to  the 
ravages  of  the  worms,  those  three  trees, 
selected  at  random,treated  precisely  the 
same  manner,  with  the  exception  of 
nailing,  had  always  been  vigorous  and 
healthy,  furnishing  him  at  that  very 
period  with  tho  greatest  profusion  of 
the  raosi  luscious  fruit.  It  is  supposed 
that  the  salt  of  iron  furnished  by  the 
nail  is  offensive  to  the  worm,  whilst  it 
is  harmless,  or  perhaps  beneficial,  to  the 
tree. 

A  chemical  writer  on  this  subject  says: 
"the  oxydation  or  rusting  of  the  iron  by 
the  sap  evolves  ammonia,  which,  as  the 
sap  rise5,will  of  course  impregnate  every 
part  of  the  foliage,  and  prove  to  severe  a 
dose  for  the  delicate  palate  of  intruding 
insects."  I 

This  writer  recommends  driving  half  i 
a  dozen  nails  into  the  trunk.       Several 
experiments  of  the  kind   have    resulted 
successfully. — Southern  Planter. 

Tho  faet  seems  freequently  to  be 
overlooked  that  weeds  do  mora  than 
really  occupy  tho  space  of  land  which 
otherwise  might  be  profitably  cultivated; 
they  exhaust  the  soil  almost  as  much 
as  the  valuable  crops.  We  say  "al- 
most," for  in  the  absence  of  direct  ex- 
periments upon  the  point,  we  only  con- 
jecture it,  but  we  may  say  that  the  con- 
jecture is  well  founded.  So  far  as 
analyses  have  been  carried  out.  Prof. 
Bucicman  shows  that  field-weeds  carry 
off  from  tho  soil  an  abundant  supply  of 
alkalies  and  phosphates.  Tho  extirpa- 
tion of  weeds  in  pasture  land  is  best 
brought  about  by  continued  mowing 
down  of  their  loaves.  Let  the  "fact" 
be  always  borne  in  mind,  as  the  great 
authority  on  weeds  says,  "As  the  leaves 
are  lungs  of  tho  plant,  never  allow  tho 
lungs  to  develop  themselves." 

In  cities  and  the  larger  towns  where 
lots  are  small,  the  occupants  of  thena 
usually  make  every  foot  of  ground,  not 
occupied  by  buildings,  available  for  the 
production  of  vegetables.  This  is  good, 
as  a  matter  of  simple  economy  only,  but 
better  as  affording  healthful  and  nuiri-> 
tive  luxuries  iu  their  season  which  their 
means  might  not  otherwise  enable  them 
to  obtain  when  wanted.  A  good  varie- 
ty oS  garden  products  helps  a  .'"amily 
along  amazingly ,and  when  it  is  remem- 
bered th  t  every  laborer  has  a  few  un- 
occupied hours  e.-ich  week  at  his  dispos- 
al ho  must  be  held  culpably  remiss  if 
no  garden,  well-stocked  and  clear  of 
weeds,  flanks  or  environs  his  dwelling. 
So  much  for  the  city  and  town, but  what 
of  the  farms  and  farmers? ' — EuralNeic 
Yorker. 

We  believe  many  grape  and  other 
cuttings  fail  to  grow  because  of  too 
long  drying,  or  being  out  of  the  ground 
from  the  time  of  cutting  from  tho  vine 
or  bush,  until  planting  out.  In  our 
practice,  we  have  rarely  lost  a  cutting 
whenever  we  put  it  in  sand  or  iu  earth 
immediately  after  taking  it  from  the 
parent  plant.  When  we  have  received 
cuttings  too  dry  to  please  us,  we  have 
practised  laying  them  horizontally  under 
ground  about  four  inches  deep,  in  a 
well-drained  place,  and  then  frequently 
saturating  the  ground  with  water.  We 
thus  keep  them  wet,  and  the  wood  and 
buds  swell  alike  evenly,  while  the  well- 
drained  or  sandy  land  prevents  any 
standing  water.

It  you  kill  every 
worm  in  your  own  hives  you  will  have 
no  trouble  with  them  unless  you  have 
careless  bee  keepers  in  your  own  neigh* 
borhood.  Examine  the  bottom  boards, 
everv  morning;  the  bees  will  do  their 
part  and  gnaw  them  from  the  combs, 
when  if  you  do  yours  as  well  and  kill  all 
that  are  dropped,  you  will  save  yourself 
much  trouble  in  the  future.  A  few 
moments  spent  in  this  way  will  avail 
you  more  than  all  the"moth  traps"ever 
invented.  The  miller  has  no  terror  for 
careful  bee  keepers  and  strong  colonies. 

Cows  should  be  milked  early  in  the 
morning,  so  that  they  can  feed  on  the 
dewy  grass.  The  hours  of  such  feed 
is  worth  as  much  as  that  of  the  rest  of 
the  day,  towards  getting  a  good  flow  of 
milk.  So  wako  up,  boys,  at  father's 
rap  on  the  partition  wall,  and  hurry  to 
the  yard  with  the  pail  in  the  hand,  and 
have  the  cows  in  the  pasture  before 
anybody's  else.  Be  sure  and  milk  clean. 
A  boy  who  will  always  milk  clean  will 
have  a  good  recomraendatioo  of  being 
faithful  wherever  he  goes,  and  such  re- 
commendation always  goes  a  great  way 
among  business  men.

They  were  to  sur- 
vey the  lands  at  their  own  expense,  and 
could  not  get  full  title  to  them  till  they 
got  into  operation  very  considerable 
iron  works  thereupon,  and  paid  the  us- 
ual price.  It  is  not  at  all  probable  that 
any  effort  will  be  made  to  pass  the  bill 
over  the  veto,  as  it  is  not  one  of  general 
interest.

Tke  Door  for  the  Capitol. 

The  great  VVashinjj^ion   door  for  the 
new  capitol  at  Washington  is  being  fin- 
ished  at   tlie  An.cs  works  in  Chicopee, 
where  two  entire  years  have  been  spent 
upon  it.   Many  of  the  panels  are  already 
completed,  and  the  work  is  progressing 
as  fast  as   its   peculiar  complexity   will 
allow.  Designed  by  the  lamented  C raw- 
lord  just  previous  to  his  death,   it   was 
his  ehef-tPdei'.'re.     Had  he  survived  un- 
doubtedly the  contract  for  casting  would 
have  gone  to  Munich  like  its  predeces' 
sor,    the  Columbus-historic   door,    such 
was  his  prejudice  against  this  country  in 
this    respect.     Tho    massive  door    has 
eight  panels,  four  on  a  5  ide,  emblematic, 
rospectivelv ,  of  peace  and  war.     On  the 
side  devoted  to  peace,    c<jmmencing   at 
the  bottom,   is  a  group  of  Washington 
and  his  f  mily,  representing  the  peace- 
ful condition  of  the  country  at  the  close 
of    the    revolutionary    strugjfle.     Nex 
above  is  the  ovaiior.   at  Tr«nLOfi,    then 
a  scene  representing  the  administration 
of  the  oath  of  office,  and  crowning  this 
section  is  the  laying  of  the  corner  stone 
of  the  capitol  building.     The    war  side 
has  first  a  panel  symbolizing  the  stern 
ideal  of  deadly  strife — a  British  grena- 
dier, fully  armed,   attacking  a  peaceful 
farmer,    near  a  rude    log  cabin,    whose 
sinewy  arm  has  already    sent  him  reel- 
ing to    the  ground,    while  the  stalwart 
yeoiiiao's  wife  is  seen  handing  her  hus- 
band   his    trusty    firelock,    in    case    he 
should    need    it.     Above   this   is    the 
bayonet  charge  at  Trenton — then   the 
rebuke  of  Gen.  Lee  t.y  Washington,  at 
Monmouth — and   finally   the    death    of 
Gen.  Warren.     The  panel  representing 
the    reprimand   of  Gen.  Lee  is  a  most 
striking  and  life  like  scene.     Washing- 
ton had  always,  it  seems,  suspected  Lee 
of  disloyally,  and  on  this  occasion  found 
that  he  had   not  only   failed   utterly  to 
carry  out  his  express   orders,    but   had 
actually  ordered  and  commenced  a  most 
cowardly  retreat.     Washington  is  seen 
as  having  ridden   rapidly  to   where   he 
meets  Lee  under  a  tree,   and,  rising  in 
the  stirrups  of  Iiis  saddle,  administers  a 
rebuke  that  droops  the  traitor's  head  as 
much    as  Lee's    military   salute    to  his 
chieftain  h.is  his  sword.     It  is  said  that 
this  was    the  only   instance    in    which 
Washington   was   ever   known    to   use 
lancruage  even  bordering  on  profanity. 
The  .singular  thing  about  tliis  particular 
panel  is  that  Jeff.  Davis  was  one  of  tho 
commissioners  to    examine  Crawford's 
designs  for  this  historic  and  conspicuous 
piece  of  work  for  the  new  capitol — tho 
wonder    being    that    he,    or    any  other 
southern  man,   should   have  consented 
to  emblazon   this  withering  shame  on 
one   of  J,he  most  chivalric  son.s  of  the 
South.     Yet  so  it  is— and  let  the  sym- 
pathizers with  his  fitting  representative, 
in  tl^e  person  of  Robert  K.  Leo,  remem- 
ber the  prophecy  of  the  |>nncl,    and   its 
historic    verification    to-dr.y. —  Spriiiff- 
field  Republican.

Any  person  or  persons  whosliail 
violate  or  cause  to  be  violated  any  of  the 
provisions  of  tbis  ordinance  shall  on  con- 
viction be  fined  for  each  and  every  offense 
not  less  than  five  dollars,  nor  more  than 
one  hundred  dollars,  and  stand  com> 
mitted  until  sucli  fine  and  costs  of 
prosecution  are  paid. 

Sec.  0.  Ordinance  No.  40  and  all  ordin- 
ances of  the  city  of  Ilahtings  for  the 
regulation  of  tlie  sale  of  spirituous,  malt, 
or  other  liquors  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  7.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force 
on  and  after  its  publication  in  the  official 
paper  of  the  city,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  city  charter.

In  Ibe  reign  of  King  Henry  the 
Fourtji  of  Kngkod  the  binding  of  n 
inanuvcript  book  cost  as  much  as  it  did 
to  purchase  an  ox. 

There  nre  at  present  eighty  news- 
papers in  Missouri,  twenty-eight  of 
which  are  conserrative,  while  the  re- 
mainder nre  decidedly  rndical. 

A  proposition  will  be  introduced  into 
congress  to  tiereafter  pay  each  member 
thereof  $10,000  per  term  and  actual 
traveling  expenses.  This  will  equalize 
tbe  pay  of  all  members. 

It   is   estimated    that    the  losiics   of 
property  by  firo  at  St.  Louis,  during  the 
past  two  weeks,  amount  over  #2,000,- 
000,  on   which  the   insurance  approx- 
imate to  $1,125,000. 

Dispatches  from  San  Francisco  show 
that  there  have  been  atrocious  acts  of 
piracy  in  the  Chinese  waters  ;  also  that 
tlie  surveys  for  the  Russian- American 
tcli'gruph  are  progressing  satisfactorily. 

The  cholera  still  prevails  in  Southern 
Kussia,  where  the  mildness  of  the  win- 
ter has  produced  a  great  deal  of  illness. 
At  Moscow  there  have  been  so  many 
cases  of  typhoid  fever  lately  that  tbe 
hospitals  are  lull. 

During  the  month  of  iMay  there  were 
►hipped  from  New  York  to  the  lately 
rebellious  states  20,496  pounds  of  gun- 
powder, 54,539  pounds  of  shot,  212,000 
percussion  caps,  156,721  ball  cartridges, 
and  1,165  guns  and  pistols. 

The  assistant  commissioner  of  the 
frcfdmen's  bureau  in  A lubamn  estimates 
that  3.^,000  rations  will  be  needed  by 
the  destitute  persons  in  ihat  state  during 
the  month  of  June.  A  large  propor- 
tion of  these  am  white  inhabitants. 

The  most  astotmding  frauds  hare 
been  shown  in  the  late  street  openings 
in  Now  York.  Three  street  opening 
surveyors  received  last  year  about 
?100,000,  and  various  other  city  officials  | 
have  been  convicted  of  the  grossest  dis- 
honesty. 

The  surrender  of  Leo's  army  threw 
into  the  hands  of  our  government  thirty 
thousand  muskots  of  Hritish  manufac- 
ture. These  were  sold  to  a  speculator, 
and  from  hirn  purchased  at  double  their 
original  cost  by  the  Canadian  author- 
ities. 

Some  one  photographs  Tennyson 
thus:  he  is  fifty-three  years  old;  has  a

Two 
years  later,  when  Henrietie  Sontag 
again  appeared  in  public,  a  magic  flow- 
er had  grown  out  of  the  lovely  Bud,  that 
even  now  combined  such  grace,  loveli- 
ness, and  maiden  dignity,  that  all  hearts 
were  irresistibly  drawn  towards  the  be- 
ing that  looked  more  like  an  angel  than 
aught  else.  And  when  Jean,  overcome 
by  the  sight  of  the  noble  donna,  sings — 

"Lovely  is  she  as  a  flower, 
Tendtr  goodness  in  her  eyes. 

And  in  every  feature  power 
Of  reflecting  joy  there  lies." 

the  eyes  of  the  assembled  multitude 
were  bent  upon  the  young  girl  stand- 
ing there  as  the  embodiment  of  these 
words,  and  the  murmur  of  satisfaction 
grew  more  and  moro  perceptible. 

With  true  womanly  modesty ,yet  with 
neither  awkwardne^is  nor  timidity,    the 
princess    advanced,  and  the    first  tones 
pealed  forth  from  her  rosy  lips    with   a 
clearness,  a  sweet,  ardent   fulness   that 
possessed     the     power    of   spreading 
throughout  the  but  now  so  excited   au- 
dience the  stillness  of  the   grave.      In 
Henrieti's  great    blue  eyes,  the   mirror 
of  her  pure  soul,    there   kindled    a  yet 
brighter  light  than  before  when  the  first 
soft  bravo  fell  upon  her  ear;  it  had  for 
her  more  value  than  a   whole  storm    of 
applause,  for  it  came  from  her  teacher, 
the  old  Kapellmeister,  who,  enraptured 
not  only  with  the  purity  of  her  intona- 
tion but  with  the  dignity  of  her  bear- 
ing could  no  longer  repress  his  delight. 
The  old  man  bad  no  intention,    howev- 
er, that  his  softly  spoken    bravo  should 
be  the  signal,  as  it  was,  for  a    burst   of 
the  most  stormy  applause  that   has  ev- 
er been  bestowed  upon    so   youthful    a 
candidate.     This  universal  burst  of  ap- 
plause at  first    not    only  surprised   but 
confused  the  maiden,   so  that    for   one 
moment  her    voice    trembled,   but  she 
bravely  conquered    her  emotion,    and 
then,  encouraged  by  the  recognition,  the 
notes  rang  forth  with  yet   more  fulness, 
clearness,  and    freshness,    until  a  won- 
drously  beautiful  trill,  of  a  roundness  of 
tone  and  remarkable   duration — so  that 
the  Kapellmeister  was   forced    to   hold 
his  breath  in  amaze — ended  the  exquis- 
ite aria,  "With  what  wondrous  ardor." 
From  this  moment  the  victory  was  sure, 
for  with  that  aria  the   young  novice  in 
art  had  elevated  herself  to  tho  rank   of 
artiste,  and  the  great  Gerstacker  had  to 
be  content  to  share  the  triumph  of  the 
evening  with  a  young  debutante. 

Renriette  was  received  behind  the 
scenes  at  the  end  of  the  first  act  by  her 
delighted  mother  and  her  deeply  moved 
teacner. 

"I  knew  that  my  brave  girl  would 
not  disgrace  me,  but  I  scarcely  thought 
she  would  make  an  old  teacher  so 
proud,"  said  the  old  man.  "Der  Daus ! 
that  was  a  trill !  I  thought  it  was  nev- 
er coming  to  an  end,  it  would  have  ter- 
rified me  had  I  not  been  so  completely 
overwhelmed  with  joy.  Such  a  little 
'backfisch,^  and  yet  she  can  sing  so  that 
I  must  take  my  hat  off  to  her.  Listen, 
Jetterl,  one  day  you  will  have  a  rich 
harvest  of  glory  and  honor,  and  when 
they  pre-s  the  laurel  wreaths  upon  your 
brow  think  sometimes  of  the  old 
teacher  then,  perchance,  resting  in  the 
quiet  grave!" 

Deeply  affected,  the  maiden   silently 
bore  the  honored  hand  to  her  lips.  And 
now     both    she  and    Gerstacker    must 
again  appear.     In  the  second    act   the 
.'avorite  Troubadour  song  cau.<ted   great 
furoro;  Jean  de  Paris  was  obliged  to  re- 
peat his  part,  but  in    the   case    of  the 
princess,  once  did  not  suffice.     Da  ca- 
po, and    again  da  capo,    for  the  third 
time,  must   Henriette  sing  hers  ;  the 
audience   grow  ever    warmer    in    their 
enthusiasm — and  it  was  no  forced  ap- 
plause, no  feigned  ardor,  but  the    pure 
outburst  of , intense  satisfaction,   min- 
gled in    regard    to    Henriette   Sontag 
with  a  joyful  amaze  that  one  so  young 
could  accomplish  so  much.     Amidst   a 
tumult  of  rejoicing  at  the  artistic  treat, 
for  never  had     Gorstackcr  been  seen  to 
such  advantage,  the  curtain   fell,   and 
then,  as  was  due  to  the  guest,  his  name 
resounded  first.     The  curUin  was  again 
raised  and  the  artist  appeared,  but  hes- 
itatingly,   as  though    something    was 
wanting;  with  a  hurried  bow   he  retir- 
ed, and   then  a  cry  arose   mingling  bis 
name  with  thnt  of  Sontag.     As   in  tri 
umph    the   guest  led    in  the  now  shy 
maiden,  and  a  perfect  jubilee  of  applause 
greeted  them  that  was  only   stilled   by 
a  sign  from   Gerstacker   that  he  would 
speak. 

Advancing  to  the  very  edge  of  the 
stage,  and  pointing  to  his  companion, 
Gerstacker  said — 

•'Most  honored  Lssembly,  although 
she  has  in  the  best,  truest  manner  com- 
mended herself  to  you,  yet  I  would 
commend  this  young  girl  to  your  con- 
sideration for  times  to  come.  Looking 
with  prophetic  eyes  into  the  f\iture,  I 
say  to  you  that  this  novice  in  art  will 
one  day  be  renowned  as  Germany's  first 
singer,  and  that  wreaths  of  glorv  will 
be  entwined  about  tho  name  of  Henriette 
Sontag!" 

Thus  ended  the  first,  altogether  un- 
premeditated debut  of  the  youthful 
singer.  That  Gerstacker'.  prophecy 
was  fulfilled  is  known  to  every  one  in 
the  least  initiated  in  the  history  of  art. 
Truly  no  singer  ever  met  with  greater, 
belter  merited  triumph,  no  woman's 
name  ever  shone  more  brightly  amidst 
the  triple  crown  of  greatest  artiste,  tru- 
est, most  excellent  wife,  and  most  faith- 
ful mother. 

Now  she  rests  from  her  labors,  from 
her  rich,  varied  life,  but  tho  name  of 
Henriette  Sontag  still  lives.  May  it 
long  be  honored  !

Tushmaker  became  a  dentist.     He  was 
tbe  man  who  first  invented  tbe   method 
of     placing    cogwheels     ic     the    back 
teeth  for  the  more  perfect   mastication 
of  food,  and  he  claimed  to  be  the  orig- 
inal discoverer  of  that  method  of  filling 
cavities  with    a  kind    of  putty,   which, 
becoming  hard  directly,  causes  the  tooth 
to  ache  so  grievously  that  it  has  to    be 
pulled,  thereby  giving  the  dentist   two 
successive  fees  for  the  same  job.    Tush> 
maker  was  one  day  seated  in    his  oflSce 
in  the  oily  of  Boston,    Mass.,    when   a 
stout  old  fellow  named  Byles  presented 
himself  to   have  a    back   tooth   drawn. 
The  dentist  sealed  his    patient   in   the 
chair  of  torture,  and  opened  his  mouth 
diMOvered  there  an  enormous  tooth,  on 
the  right  hand  side,  about  as   large,   as 
he  afterward  expressed  it,  "as   a   small 
Polygtot  Bible."     I  shall  have  trouble 
with  this   tooth,    thought   Tushmaker, 
but  he  clapped  on  his   heaviest   forceps 
and  pulled.     It  didn't  come.     Then  he 
tried  the    turn-screw,  exerting    his  ut- 
most strength,  but  the  tooth  would  not 
stir.    "Go  away  from  here,"  said  Tush- 
maker to  Byles,  "and  return  in  a  week, 
and  I'll  draw    that  tooth  for    you,     or 
know  the  reason  why."     Byles  got  up, 
clappeil  a  handkerchief  to  his  jaw,   aLd 
put  forth. 

Then  the  dentist  went  to   work  and 
in  three  days   invented    an    instrument 
which  he  was  confident  would  pull  any- 
thing.    It  was   a   combination   of   the 
lever,  pulley,  wheel  and   axle,  inclined 
plane,  and  wedge  screw.     The  castings 
were  made,  and  the  machine  pat  up  in 
the  office,  over  an  iron  chair,    rendered 
perfectly  stationary  by  iron  rods  going 
down  into  the  foundations   of  the  gran- 
ite building.

He  turned  the  lever  clear 
round  with  a  sudden  jerk,  and  snapped 
old  Byles'  head   clean  and   clear   back 
from    his  shoulders,   leaving  a  space 
about  four  inches   between    the  several 
parts,     They  held  a  post  mortem  exam- 
ination—tho  roots  of    the   tooth   were 
found  extending  down    the  right  side, 
through  the  right  leg,  and  turned  up  in 
two  prongs  under  the  sole  of  the    right 
foot !     "No  wonder,"  said  Tushmaker, 
"he  raised  his    right    leg."     Tho    jury 
thought  so  too,  but  they  found  the  roots 
much  decayed,  and  five  surgeons  swear- 
ing ihat  mortification  would  have  ensu- 
ed in  a  few   months.

She  had  suffered  terribly  from  rheuma- 
tism, but  after  this  occurrence  she  never 
had  a  pain  in  her  bones.    The   dentist 
kept  them  in  a  glass  case.  After  this  the 
mnchine  was  sold  to  the    contractor  of 
the    Boston  custom  house,  and  it    was 
found  that  a  child  of  three  years  of  age 
could,  by  a    single  turn    of  the   screw, 
raise  a    stone    weighing  twenty-three 
tons.     Smaller  ones  were  made,  on  the 
same  principle  and  sold  to  the    keepers 
of  hotels  and  restaurants.

This  is  a  subject  which  should  be 
understood  by  every  human  being,  not 
only  that  man  may  apply  it  to  himself, 
but  also  to  the  domestic  animals,  for 
their  well-being  is  in  a  sense  very  intim- 
ately connected  with  our  own ;  hence, 
duty  and  humanity  demand  our  atten- 
tion to  the  subject ;  and  if  for  the  brutes 
that  perish,  much  more  for  our  servants, 
and,  above  all,  a  cotemporary  remark.: 
"If  our  people  only  knew  how  many 
thotisands  of  lives  they  are  annually 
sacrificing,  how  many  hundreds  of 
thousands  are  now  suffering  from  fevers 
and  other  maladies  which  have  their 
origin  in  the  inhaling  of  noxious  air, 
the  excitement  and  alarm  on  this  sub- 
ject would  be  unprecedented.  They 
are  poisoning  themselves  by  wholeule, 
and  two  thirds  of  them  have  no  suspicion 
of  the  fact. 

"Our  dwellings  are  often  chamel  hous- 
es.    The  very  first  necessity  of  every 
living  human  being — pure  air  to  breathe 
—is  rarely  regarded  in  their  construc- 
tion.    Tbe   air  actually  inhaled   steals 
in  at  the  crevices  and  crannies,  felons 
like,  because  it  cannot  be  shut  out 
Only   the  defects  of  our  architecture 
prevent  our  dying  of  a  vitiated,  poison- 
ed  mephitic   atmosphere,   from  which 
the  vital  element  has  long  been  exhaust- 
ed.    Most   men,  including   architects, 
would  seem   ignorant  of  the  fact  that 
the  atmosphere  is  a  combination  of  dif- 
ferent gases,  only  one  of  which  is  whole- 
some and  life-giving,  and  that  is  con- 
sumed  in  the  lungs  upon  inhalation, 
leaving  the  residue  to  be  expelled  as 
poison.    The  church,   lecture- room,  or 
other  structure  which  is  filled,  or  even 
half-filled  with  human  beings,  and  its 
doors  and  windows  closed,  while  no  ex- 
press  provision  has  been   made  for  its 
ventilation,  very  soon  becomes  a  slaugh- 
ter-pen,   in    which   no  rational  being 
should    tarry    another    minute.     Few 
churches   or   other  public  edifices  are 
sufficiently    ventilated,    while    a  large 
majority  of  them  are  utterly  unworthy 
of  toleration  nnd  ought  to  be  closed  by 
the  public  authorities  until   they    shall 
have  been    rendered  fit  for    their  con- 
templated use,  and  no  longer  nurseries 
of  disease  and  ante-chambers  to  the 
tomb."

Dr.  Voelcker,  the  celebrated  agricul- 
tural chemist  of  England,  in  a  recent 
lecture  on  the  subject  of  manures,  made 
the  following  remarks; 

He  need  not  speak  of  thesnperior  value 
of  the  liquid  over   the  solid  excremen- 
titious  matter  of  dung,  for  that  was  well 
known  to  intelligent  farmers;  but  there 
was  a  chemical  point  to  which  he  must 
be  permitted  to  direct  attention,  and  it 
was  this :    the   liquid  portion  of  rotten 
dun^  had  a  most  active  power  of  dis- 
solving  the   more  valuable   fertilizing 
matters    of   the    solid    excrements   of 
animals.    They  know,  for  instance,  that 
phosphate    of    lime— the  material    of 
which  principally  the  value  of  bone  dust 
depended — was  ioeolabi«  to  a  great  ex- 
tent in  liquid  manure.     A.  the  liquid 
in   rotten   dung  dissolved  a  large  pro- 
portion of  the  more  valuable  constitu- 
ents of  the  solid  excrements,  they  would 
now  see  nn  additional  reason  for  pre- 
serving their  liquid  manure,  for  in  so 
doing  they  would  not  only   retain  the 
fertilizing  matters  in  the  urine,  but  they 
would  also   prevent  the   waste    of  the 
most  valuable  constituents  of  the  solid 
excrements.     He    had   dwelt    on    the 
chemical  point,  because  it  had  come  un- 
der his  notice  especially,  in  consequence 
of  an  examination  of  the  liquid  portion 
of  dung,  sent  to  bim  by  Mr.  Campbell, 
of  Buscott  Park.     In    that   liquid    he 
found  a  very  large  proportion  of  phos- 
phate of  lime  which  was  otherwise  in- 
soluble.

Ml'OllTAXT  TO  S0LU1EK.S.  —  ALL 
soldiers  who  served  for  nine  months  or 
previous  to  the  25th  day  of  June,  1863, and 
re-enlistcd  within  90  days  of  that  date,  are 
entitled  to  $402  bounty  if  thoy  continued 
in  service  until  discharged,  because  no 
longer  wanted.  The  same  rule  holds  in 
regard  to  mon  who  were  discharged  for 
the  purpose  ot  r-e  enlisting  as  veterans. 
Bounties  obtained  for  soldiers  who  enlist- 
ed in  1861  and  1862— and  only  received 
$100  or  less.  I  am  just  advised  from 
Washington  that  these  claims  will  be  paid, 
and  1  offer  my  services  as  collecting  agent 
without  fee  until  the  money  is  obtained.

war. 

In  August  last,  upon  the  diebandihg 
of  the  army,  he  returned  to  Hastings,  his 
home  for  several  years  previous  to  the 
war,  to  form  a  business  connection,  and 
to  reside  permanently. 

Ue  was  an  example  of  the  strictest  in- 
tegrity ;  honorable  in'  the  dibcbarge  of  all 
recognized  duties,  prompt  to  sympathize 
with  others,  and  sincere  and  serious  in  his 
religious  convictions.  In  the  closing 
hours  of  his  life  he  was  the  first  to  appre- 
ciate the  sure  and  near  approach  of  the 
great  change  which  awaited  him,  and  he 
passed  from  earthly  scenes  in  perfect  res- 
ignation, committing  himself  and  all  his 
interests  with  a  clear  and  undisturbed 
mind  ani  an  unfaltering  tirast  into  the 
infinitely  loving  care  of  Htm  who  called 
him  home.

and  resolooshens."  The  second  clause 
of  the  proposed  "preamble"  has  in  the 
germ  of  the  entire  series  of  the  Nasby 
letters,  and  is  printed  as  follows: 

Whereas,  In  the  event  uv  this  irai- 
grashun  our  fellow-townsman,  Abslum 
Kitt,  and  uthers,  whose  families  depend 
upon  their  labor  for  support,  would  bo 
ihrode  out  of  employment, 

"Abslum  Kilt"  is  not  a  myth,  but 
at  the  time  this  letter  was  first  publish- 
ed lived  at  Findlay,  O.,  his  real  name 
being  Flenner.  Flenner  whs  a  lazy, 
drunken,  goodfor  nothing  sort  of  a  fel- 
low, seldom  doing  any  work,  and  mak- 
ing himself  little  less  than  a  town 
charge.  In  fact,  his  father  was  already 
in  the  poor-house,  and  if  Flenner,  jr., 
had  been  there  too,  he  would  have  cost 
the  town  less  trouble  and  money.  About 
this  time  a  petition,  emanating  from 
high  democratic  authority ,was  circulated 
in  Ohio,  asking  the  legislature  to  pass 
a  law  prohibiting  negro  immigration, 
and  to  provide  for  the  removal  of  negroes 
then  residing  in  that  state.

Now,  good  reader,  if  this  be  the  an- 
happy  plight  of  your  own  garden,  it  b 
time  to  change  your  tactics ;  and  though 
it  be  late  in  the  season  you  can  begin 
now.  You  need  not  wait  until  another 
spring  before  you  begin  the  work  of 
improvement.  To  be  sure,  you  cannot 
prevent  the  growth  of  these  pests  that 
may  have  already  taken  place,  but  you 
may  prevent  their  ripening  seed  for 
another  crop ;  and,  moreover,  you  may 
turn  this  growth  to  some  account  in  im- 
proving your  land. 

This  is  the  way  to  dispose  of  them : 
Clean  out  your  garden,  removing  as  far 
as  possible  every  weed,  root,  and  branch, 
but  do  not  leave  them  scattered  all  over 
the  surface  of  the  ground.  If  you  do, 
they  will  be  very  apt  to  take  root  and 
grow.  Besides,  if  lef\  exposed  directly 
under  the  sun,  their  fertilizing  values 
will  be  wasted,  for  the  greatest  part  of 
their  substance  will  decompose  and  es- 
cape by  evaporation.  The  best  way  is 
to  gather  them  into  heaps,  and  cover 
with  a  little  dirt,  and  leave  them  to 
decay.  This  will  leave  the  ground 
clean,  and  it  will  remain  so  much  longer 
than  it  otherwise  would;  and  they  will

Prof.  Blot,  in  one  of  his  recent  lec- 
tures at  Boston,  treated  of  making  coffee. 
He  said  the  best  mixture  of  coffee  would 
be  in  these  proportions :  one  pound  of 
Java,  two  ounces  of  Mocha,  two  ounces 
of  Rio,  and  two  of  Martinique.  Roasted 
coffee  must  be  kept  in  a  tin  box  and 
ground  freshly  every  day.  It  is  extrem- 
ely diflScult  to  find  good  coffee,  and  it 
really  seems  as  if  merchants  conspired 
to  make  it  as  bad  as  possible.  Mons. 
Blot  gave  a  few  of  the  secrets  of  the 
trade,  such  as  watering  the  coffee  while 
roasting,  that  it  may  not  lose  weight,  as 
it  diminishes  about  sixteen  per  cent, 
during  this  operation. 

Useful  hints  in  regard  to  ^ecting 
and  roasting  were  given;  Col^  must 
never  boil ,  by  so  doing  it  does  not  gain 
in  strength  but  loses  the  delicate  aroma.

Many  inventions  of  the  greatest  value 
arc  sometimes  the  most  difficult  to  trace 
to  their  origin.   It  is  so  with  clocks  and 
watches.     Neither  the  precise   year  of 
their  invention,  nor  the  names    of  their 
inventors,    can   be   confidently    stated. 
Till  the  close  of  the  tenth    century,    no 
other  mode  of  measuring  time  than  by 
the  sun-dial,  or  the  hour-glass,   appears 
to  havo  existed ;  and  then  we  first  heard 
of  a  graduated  mechanism    adapted    to 
the  purpose,  this   invention    being  usu- 
ally ascribed  to  the  monk  Gerbert,  who 
became  Pope  in  999,  under   the  name 
of  Sylvester    IL      These   clocks   were 
cumbrous  machines;  and  it  is    not   till 
the  fourteenth  century  that  we  hear  of 
portable  clocks.       In     the   succeeding 
century,  they  were  much  more  common, 
and  were  part  of  tho  necessary  furniture 
of   a  better-class  house.      They    were 
hung  to  the  walls,  and  their  movements 
regulated  by  weights  and  lines,  like  the 
cheap  kitchen  clocks  of  the  present  day. 
Tho  invention  of   the    spiral 


will  relish  [the  juicy  leaves  and  hnsks. 
But  if  you  have  a  clover  lot  near  the 
house— in  tho  orchard  it  may  be— so  as 
to  feed  the  milk  and  slops  of  the  kitch- 
en conveniently,  you  have  as  good  a 
chance  for  the  pigs  as  may  be  desired. 
Pigs  will  thrive  on  clover  alone,  espe- 
cially when  it  affords  blossoms,but  it  will 
pay  well  to  feed  some  grain  daily. 
Meal,  either  alone  or  mixed  with  ground 
oats,  barley,  or  mill-feed,  perfects  the 
clover  and  milk  system  of  feeding. 
When  milk  is  fed,  it  is  better,  we  think, 
to  wean  the  pigs  when  they  are  two 
months  old,  and  then  give  them  the 
whole  benefit  of  the  food.  Some  farm- 
ers talk  of  "shutting  their  hogs  up  to 
fat"  in  the  fall ;  they  should  fatten  them 
all  summer— keep  them  fat  for  the 
butcher  all  the  while.  This  is  the  way 
pigs  aro  grown  which  dress  350  or  400 
pounds  at  ten  months  old.
